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Public Auction Sales of 1934 


a result of the terrible drought conditions in large 

areas, and as a result the general average of the 
year’s public auction sales receded slightly from the 
previous year. The amount is not significant, however, 
and in most sections of the country better prices and a 
more active market prevailed. We have reports on 26 
Holstein auction sales during the year in which 1950 head 
were sold for $205,257, an average of $105.26. In the 
previous year, 1,563 head were reported in 22 sales, total- 
ling $167,310.50, for an average of $107.68. Doubtless most 
of the sales for which we were unable to secure reports 
were below average results, which distorts the final result 
to some extent, but the figures as given are quite compar- 
able with other years, perhaps slightly more complete. 
Sales in established markets showed definite improve- 
ment, particularly those he!d late in the year, and the 1935 
events seem to be carrying on this improvement as far 
as reported to date. 


Hy eresiic prices were somewhat spotty in 1934, as 


Far out in front among the sales of the year for gen- 
eral average was the Brentwood National Sale held at 
Jaltimore the day following the anual convention. In this 
sale, 60 head made the excellent average of $365.83, high- 
est averaging sale of the breed since 1931. The top of 
the sale was Carnation Governor Prospect, son of the 
highest record living cow of the breed and highest record 
living cow of any breed in the U. S. He was consigned 
by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., and purchased 
by Harry O. Norris, Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, Md., for 
$2,450, highest individual price paid for a Holstein of 
either sex at auction since 193 The same sale brought 
out the highest selling female of the year, Carnation Inka 
Segis Duchess, a yearling daughter of Sir Inka May. Sne 
was also consigned by Carnation and purchased by Mr. 
Norris for $875. 

Of the 26 sales reported, twelve made averages of from 
$100 to $365, compared to 7 out of 22 averaging from $100 
to $241 in 1933. In the earlier year not one sale held after 
July reached the $100 average figure, while for 1934, six 
of the sales in the last half of the year passed the $100 
average mark. Biggest sale of the year and second: high- 
est averaging in the U. S. was the U. S. National Sale in 
Wisconsin in November when 176 head totaled $23,040 for 
a $131 average. Top sale in Canada, and the second high 
average for North America was the Canadian National 
Sale at Toronto in April in which 47 head averaged $136.65. 

We resume this year the anaylsis of the sale prices on 
the basis of production records and record backing, hav- 
ing the results of 26 sales held in eight States and Canada 
available for study. The results furnish a striking testi- 
monial to the value of production records even under 
1934 conditions. This information appears in Table II. 
Particular attention is called to the fact that 119 cows 
with A. R. records sold for an average of $172.10, while 542 
cows without records or record dams averaged $97.74—a 
margin of $74 per head or 76% in favor of record cows. 
Cows with Herd Test records averaged $137.26 per head 


or $39.52 higher than the non-record group—a 40% in- 
crease. 


For heifers under 2 years of age, 87 from A. R. dams 
average $155.62, while 171 from untested dams averaged 
$66.52—an advantage of $89.10 per head for the daughters 


of A. R. dams, or a 134% increase.

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New York’s Annual Meeting 


All Officers Re-elected—Fine Attendance and Enthusiasm—Great Prog- 
ram of Education and Entertainment 


NE of the finest annual meetings in the history of 
O the New York Holstein-Friesian Association was 

held at Sherburne, January 9, with the Chenango 
County Club as hosts, assisted by the Madison County Club. 
President Bob Howard of the Chenango County Club, as 
Generalissimo of the entertaining forces, left nothing un- 
done for the entertainment, comtort and convenience of 
the delegates, members and guests and when congratulated 
on the outstanding success of the occasion, modestly gave 
a great deal of credit to his assistants, stating not one per- 
son in the entire county had failed to cooperate with him 
100 per cent when asked to do so. Whe Sherburne Inn, 
one of the finest small town hotels in the state, took excel- 
lent care of the large crowd to the limit of their capacity 
and citizens of Sherburne freely opened ther homes for 
the overflow, with the local Boy Scout Troop furnishing 
guides to take guests from the hotel to their 
quarters.

The business session was called to order by President 
E. S. Chaffee of Wassaic at 10:20 A. M. in the Masonic 
Temple, the roll call showing that nearly every local club 
in the state was personally represented. 

The report of Treasurer Frank Wavle showed the as- 
sociation with a cash balance of $805.39 and total resources 
over $1,900. Membership fees collected during the year 
totuled $1,654.00 and the returned transfer money from the 
National Association amounted to $5,732.06. Total ex- 
penses incurred during the year were $7,871.19, including 
prize awards of $794 in the Extension Contest. 

Report of the Secretary Brownell was comprehensive. 
He reported that he had attended 52 meetings during the 
vear with an attendance of 4,449 in addition to conducting 
32 breeding schools, 57 meetings in regard to bull asso- 
ciations work, 36 general dairy meetings with an attend- 
ance of 9,483, judged cattle at fairs 13 days of the year, 
and participated in sixteen dairy tours. 2,266 personal 
letters were written during the year in addition to 107 
circular letters, 37 news articles of 88 pages total sent out 

Secretary Brownell reported that the theory upon which 
the association proceeded was that the program can best 
be carried on by those most interested, and accordingly 
special efforts have been made to work through and with 
local clubs. 

The membership for 1934 fell just ten short of the 
record breaking total of 1933, with the prospect that 1935 
would run far ahead of any previous year. Out of 300 
responses to the mail solicitation for membership, 200 mem- 
bers were secured who had not previously joined, white 
memberships actually taken up to the time of the meeting 
placed the membership figure for 1935 already near the 1934 
total. 

The Secretary called attention to the outstanding exhi- 
bits at fairs throughout the state during the year, and also 
complimented the organizations on the fine interest in calf 
club work during the year. Herd Improvement work has 
also gone forward splendidly with a larger number of 
cows in C. T. A. work in New York State than ever before 
in the face of a 10% general decrease throughout the coun- 
trv. There has been an increase in the number of Hol- 
steins in the Herd Test, but this work has not kept pace 
with C. T. A. work. The Secretary explained recent 
changes made by the National Association in the rules for 
the Herd Test to reduce the expense. 

He reported five more counties now engaged in the 
Better Sires Program, bringing the total to 18 at the start 
of 1935, with an increase now to eighteen organized bull 
associations in the State. 

The President announced the appointment of a Nomi- 
nating Committee, composed of Leroy Munro, F. A. Darl- 
ing, and Fred Van Schaick. and a Resolutions Committee 
composed of M. S. Prescott, Elliot Springstead and H. N. 
Kutschbach. 

Director H. V. Noyes, of the National Association, 
reported on National affairs, at the request of the Presi- 
dent. He reported that there was a genuine feeling of 
optimism unanimously evident in the National Board of 
Directors, for the first time since 1939. He referred to the 
recent meeting of the National Extension Committee. 
urging a program along lines of herd testing as a sound 


means of improvement. He also praised C. T. A. work 
as worthwhile, entirely aside from the breeding program 
as a means of culling. 

M. S. Prescott reported for the Milk Committee of the 
association. This Committee has been active during the 
past year, its efforts culminating in the successful outcome 
in behalf of the standardization, which was formally ap- 
proved under proper safeguards by both the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets and the Board of Health 
of New York City. The other main objective of the Com- 
mittee, which was to secure an adequate price differential 
for milk sold at retail on the basis of its butter fat con- 
tent, has not vet been accomplished and the Committee 
recommended that effort along this line be continued.

Jaldwin, a former 
Who was scheduled as one of 
was unexpectedly called to New 
York by official business, so his address was read by Har- 
old D. Leslie, Director of the New York State Bureau of 
Milk Publicity. In this address, he extended the greetings 
of the Department of Agriculture and Markets and express- 
ed his pride in the constructive work of the State Asso 
ciation. He warned of the danger to the individual farmer 
of too much governmental regulation, which he deseribed 
as deadening, and referred to the possibility of the New 
York milk shed, as we now know it, being entirely wiped 
out. 

Following this address, Mr. Leslie spoke in some detail 
of the half million dollar milk advertising campaign, which 
is being sponsored by the state but paid for by producers 
and distributors, and. which ke helieves is proving to be 
quite successful, even though it is difficult to point to 
immediate tangible results, and thanked the Association 
for its cooperation. 

Dr. H. B. Leonard, Federal Inspector in charge of Dis- 
ease Eradication spoke interesting on the present campaign 
against Bang’s Disease and Mastitis, and was followed bv 
Dr. J. G. Wills, State Veterinarian speaking on the = con- 
trol of these diseases, with a general discussion and ques- 
tions after each talk. 

Sec’y Brownell made the long time membership awards, 
stating that 16 men have been members of the State As- 
sociation for 14 years without a break. There are also 16 
thirteen-year members, 18 twelve-vear, 17 eleven-year and 
18 ten-year members. ‘he Eastern New York Club leads 
for number of members that have paid dues ten years or 
more with twelve such members, followed by Otsego-Herki- 
mer with ten, Madison with nine, Chenango with eight and 
Chemung with seven. 

M. S. Prescott reported for the Resolutions Committee, 
seven resolutions which were all unanimously adopted. 
One urging the continuance of a non-partisan Council of 
Agriculture and Markets and commending the admini- 
stration of Commissioner Baldwin; one urgently request- 
ing sufficient appropriations by the New York State 
legislature to complete the tuberculosis eradication work 
of the state and to supplement the indemnities now given 
by the federsl government for Bang’s Disease and mastitis 
eradication work: one askine the Commissioner for a ruling 
that all animals reacting to the mastitis test be branded 
one sending greetings and expressions of appreciation to 
Commissioner Baldwin; one thanking the Madison County 
Club for their splendid educational exhibits at New York 
State Fair; one supporting the New York State Farm Bu- 
reau Federation in their request for an increased personnel 
in the Dairy Husbandry Extension Department: and one 
urging the administration of the New York State Fair to 
increase the Holstein premiums, particularly for County 
Herds and D. H. I. A. groups in proportion to the import- 
ence of the Holstein exhibits in these c'asses. He also 
presented the suggestion of Earl Clark that the Association 
be repvresented at the hearing on the new agricultural 
law. This matter was referred to the Legislative Commit- 
tee.

Il. Pregnancy and Labor 


Signs the Breeder Should Know 
By W. W. WILLIAMS, M. D. 


in maintaining the most favorable reproduction 

efficiency of a herd. The veterinarian is often called 
to distinguish between certain disease conditions which 
may be confused with pregnancy; or to determine the 
state of pregnancy when it is, as it may sometimes be, 
complicated by various disease proccesses. By far the 
most accurate means for determining an existing preg- 
nancy is by means of a rectal examination. A _ veterin- 
arian skilled in the rectal examination of the organs 
may easily make a positive diagnosis of pregnancy with 
a very high degree of accuracy as early as the sixth 
week after service, and sometimes as 
early as the fourth week. It is then 
possible to make not only a definite 
diagnosis in almost all cases but also 
a fairly close estimate of the time of 
serviee. 

There are, however, certain pre- 
sumptive signs of pregnancy which 
the breeder should learn to observe 
and which will, if recognized, often 
be the means of saving much _ in 
breeding time. For convenience, 
these signs may be listed in two 
groups, those occurring during the 
first half of pregnancy and those of 
the latter half. 

Signs During the First Half of 

Pregnancy 

1. Absence of Menstruation. The 
nonpregnant cow ordinarily men- 
struates about the 48th hour after 
heat subsides. <A little blood-tinted 
mucus stringing from the vulva at this time, or upon 
the cow’s tail. indicates that the service has been in- 
effective. The complete absence of any bloody discol- 
oration of the vaginal mucus suggests that the cow has 
conceived, especially if it has previously been noted that 
the cow menstruated normally at other periods. 

2. Failure to Come in Heat at Next Period Follow- 
ng Service. <A failure to show heat at about 21 days 
after service is strongly indicative of pregnancy in a 
cow of a herd in which the heats are generally normal, 
and especially when the cow in question is known to 
have had regular and normal heats. 

3. Character of Vaginal Mucus. The vaginal mucus 
tends to become thicker and more tenacious as preg- 
nancy advances. If thin mucus issues from the vulva, 
it indicates that the animal is not pregnant and may be 
in heat, even if other signs of heat may not be apparent. 
This sign is very uncertain. 

4. Size of Vulva. During the first few months after 
conception there may be a lessening of the size of the 
Vulva. Such a lessening is probably due to a lack of 
the periodic stimulation that would have occurred if 
the animal had come in heat regularly. 


T HE accurate diagnosis of pregnancy is fundamental 


5. General Disposition. If service has been effective, 
the general disposition of the animal is apt to change 
so that she develops a quieter temperament. 

6. Changes in the Udder. As early as the third 
Month of pregnancy there may be a swelling of the udder 
of first-calf heifers. This swelling may occur for other 
reasons than pregnancy and is, therefore, a sign upon 
Which too much dependence should not be placed. 
Changes in the udder of animals which have previously 
valved are of no value as an indication of pregnancy 
during its first half. 

Signs During the Second Half of Pregnancy 

1. Enlargement of the Abdomen. Enlargement of 
the abdomen is not a valuable sign even during the last 
two months of pregnancy and it often fails because 
Other factors than pregnancy so often influence ab- 
dominal size. Advanced pregnancy fails in many cases 
to cause a noticable abdominal enlargement. 

2. Fetal Movements. After about the sixth month

of pregnancy, fetal movements may often be observed 
through the belly wall in the region of the. right flank. 
During the last two months of pregnancy, the fetus may 
kick vigorously and make its movements quite obvious. 
3. Evidence Obtained by Ballottement. Pregnancy 
in its later stages may be diagnosed by ballottement, a 
method that consists of feeling the fetus through the 
right abdominal wall with the hand in the right flank 
region of the cow. It is to be recalled that the fetus 
lies in the uterus surrounded by fluid of a weight almost 
equal to its own, and that, therefore, it literally floats 
within the uterus, with pressure being quite equally 
distributed to all parts. Sharp pres- 
sure on the right flank tends to push 
the fetus toward the left side of the 
uterus, from which it slightly re- 
bounds. The impact of the rebound 
is felt by the examining hand, which 
is pressed firmly into the side of 
the cow. Often, too, the fetus may 
be felt directly as it lies against the 
abdominal wall. 

Duration of Pergnancy. The nor- 
mal duration of pregnancy is from 
280 to 285 days, although apparently 
healthy calves are born considerably 
before or after this period The 
chances for the delivery of a healthy 
calf, however, become very rapidly 
lessened as we diverge from a maxi- 
mum of about 288 days and a mini- 
mum of 275 days, and the chances 
of the cow’s suffering from diseuse 
are proportionately increased. 

Labor. Labor or calving is the function by which 
the product of conception (the fetus with its mem- 
branes and fluids) is expelled from the uterus through 
the vagina into the outside world. It consists of three 
stages: first, the dilation of passages (the cervix, vulva, 
and vagina) so as to allow the passage of the fetus; 
econly, contractions of the muscles of the uterus, which, 
aided by contractions of the abdominal muscles and the 
diaphram, serve actively to expel the fetus from the 
venital tract: thirdly, the expulsion of the placenta 

During the ninth month of pregnancy, and especially 
during the Jast week, there is a softening of the tissues 
of the cervix, vagina, and vulva, followed by a relaxa- 
tion and dilation of these passages. This relaxation 
becomes more pronounced two or three days prior to 
calving, when the vulva becomes markedly swollen and 
enlarged. When active labor pains begin, the passages 
of cows Which have previously given birth should have 
relaxed to such an extent that little further dilation is 
required for the passage of the calf. With heifers deliv- 
ering their first calf, the dilation of the parts is not so 
great at the beginning of the active pains. 
quently, with heifers during labor, much more effort is 
required for dilation; and, as a result, lacerations in 
the vulva, vagina and cervix are more frequent. 


Conse- 


A tew days before the cow is due to calve, there is 
au very marked relaxation and sinking of the ligaments 
of her pelvis at either side of the root of the tail. By 
this sign, usually accompanied in point of time by a 
marked swelling and relaxation of the vulva, the ex- 
perienced observer may estimate, to within a few hours. 
the time at which the cow may be expected to calve. 
When the ligaments are completely relaxed, the cow 
as a rule, ready to go into labor and not more than six 
to twelve hours will pass before the birth. There is 
also apt to be a great engorgement of the udder during 
this period, especially with animals that have been fed 
well for high milk production. During the last few days 
prior to calving, there is usually an increase in the 
mucus secretion of. the vagina. This serves to lubricate 
the passages for the exit of the calf.

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Extension Service Program 1935 


HE foundation of successful breed promotion and 
T extension activities is strong county organizations 

working with and functioning through central state 
organizations with all activities under the guidance and 
leadership of the Extension Service Department of the 
National Association. The county or local organizations 
to be effective must have well defined working programs 
and in general these programs should be of a uniform 
nature throughout the country witih suitable variations 
to meet specific needs in different localities. Many 
counties have had organizations of more or less active 


nature in existence for years. The great majority of 
these need rejuvenation and assistance from state or 


national associations. 

A Definite Working Program. The first requisite to 
a successful county association is a definite program of 
work outlining in considerable detail activities which 
should be carried on during the year. There is no pos- 
sibility of having a successful state or national exten- 
sion program based solely on state or national associa- 
tion effort. Even though funds were available in much 
larger amounts than at present for such work, the ulti- 
mate success of. breed promotion activities rests largely 
with the breeders themselves and responsibility for the 
program must necessarily fall to the local units. Much 
of the work is of a local nature and must be done by 
personal contact with the dairymen in the community 
and results achieved will be in direct proportion to the 
interest and efforts of the leaders in these local asso- 
ciations. For this reason the selection of officers of the 
county organizations is a matter of vital importance and 
should be given very careful consideration. Some mem- 
bers may be particularly interested in calf club work, 
others in showing at fairs, others in developing a testing 
program and others especially able along legislative vu, 
general welfare lines. County agricultural agents, and 
Smith Hughes and vocational teachers should be brought 
in to take part in the organization whenever possible 
along with those breeders who show a willingness to 
take an active part. Intelligent leadership is necessary 
to accomplish results. Mere adoption of a program 
means little, unless the leaders stick to it and carry it 


through. This requires more time and plenty of inter- 
est and energy, but the results are very much worth 
while. 


County Association Program 

There are many worth while projects for the county 
association to undertake, but the major projects include: 

1. Better Breeding Program. 
Calf Clubs. 
Protection of Breed Interests or General Welfare. 
Local Milk Marketing Problems. 
Showing Cattle. 
6. Breed publicity. 
7. Feeding for Profit. 

8. Disease Control. 

Better Breeding Program 

Continuous Testing. A county wide 
stimulate interest in continuous testing of the entire 
herd either in local cow testing association or Herd 
Improvement Test, preferable the latter, so that records 
will be kept in permanent form and published for gen- 
eral use. Such a testing program will provide produc- 
tion figures for every cow in the herd each year, infor- 
mation essential for proper culling of low producers 
and gradually raising the level of production of the 
herd. 


It furnishes the necessary daughter-dam comparisons 
proving sires. 

It discovers the cow families that breed on genera- 
tion after generation with good production. 

It points out the low testing families which may 
well be eliminated, particularly in market milk areas. 
The breed average now stands at 3.5 with market de- 
mand ranging from 3.6 to 3.8 in many communities 
and elimination of these low testing cows would satisfy 
this demand in most cases. It would be unwise to at- 
tempt to raise the breed average above 3.6 to 3.8 as 
it would be necessary to sacrifice economy of production 
and many other advantages which the breed now holds 
over the high fat breeds. 


Finally it enables the breeder to conserve and con- 
centrate these desirable characteristics and gradually

eliminate those less desirable from the herd. Continuous 
testing of the entire herd is an essential feature of any 
sound breeding program. 

Cooperative Bull Associations. Organize cooperative 
bull associations with three or more breeders agreeing 
to exchange sires and keep them in service until proved 
by daughter-dam production comparisons. Each herd 
in the bull association should be kept on test continu- 
ously. As soon as the first five or six unselected daugh- 
ters of a sire complete lactations, their records should 
be compared with the dams’ records and if unfavorable 
the sire should be discarded and another sire secured 
to take his place. If satisfactory results are shown 
every effort should be made to keep the sire in service 
as long as possible. Sons of proved sires from outstand- 
ing brood cows should be retained for us in the co- 
operative association or leased for service in herds on 
test so they may be brought back if desired after being 
proved. Construction of safety pens should be promoted 
as a means of retaining sires in service until they can 
be proved. Plans for safety pens should be procured 
from the college and supplied to all members interested 
in this project by the committee in charge. 

Breeding Schools. A series of meetings for the pur- 
post of studying the principles of breeding or genetics 
should be arranged for the winter months in cooperation 
with college and national organizations. Subjects for 
study should include: principles of genetics, proving 
sires by daughter-dam comparisons, sire indices, use of 
conversion factors in adjusting records for comparison, 
and actual studies of records of herds and of pedigrees 
showing complete information with daughter-dam com- 
parisons as far as available for all animals in 3-genera- 
tion pedigree instead of the ordinary commercial type 
of pedigree now in use. 

Calf Clubs 

Foster promotion of calf club work and urge adop- 
tion of a three-year program with high standards for 
training the boys and girls. All calves should be bona 
fide property of club members and should be fed and 
cared for regularly by the club members. Teaching so- 
called tricks of showmanship should be discouraged and 
principles of fair play, good sportsmanship and business 
integrity should be taught as fundamentals in good club 
work. This is a very important and highly desirable 
field for development and every cffort should be made 
to stimulate club organization and activity and to ele- 
vate it to higher standards of influence upon its mem- 
bership. 

The county Holstein association should assist in or- 
ganizing at least one Holstein calf club and should ap- 
point a competent committee to help organize the club, 
select the calves and keep track of the work of the 
members and advise them in regard to feed and care of 
their animals. The county agricultural agent or instruc- 
tor in agriculture in the high school would be a very 
desirable member of the committee in charge of this 
project, and the Extension Division of the college of 
agriculture should be called on for assistance in organ- 
izing and maintaining the Club. 

Welfare Committee 

The welfare of the dairy industry as well as the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed may be affected in many ways and 
a welfare committee should be appointed to guard the 
interests of: the breeders in each county association. 
This committee should be ready to cooperate with the 
state and national organization in the support of fav- 
orable legislation and in opposing legislation detrimental 
to the best interests of the breed. In national legislation 
letters or telegrams to congressmen may be used and 
in state legislation the same method or personal appear- 
ance before committees in matters of extreme import- 
ance. The welfare committee should work with boards 
of health to secure proper and reasonable ordinances, 
and work with authorities and price control agencies 
for establishment of retail milk prices on basis of per 
cent fat with proper price differentials for higher test- 
ing milk. The county association welfare committee 
should be well organized and prepared to act promptly 
in case of emérgency in cooperation with the welfare 
committee of the state association as well as with the 
national association. This is a very important commit- 
tee and should be chosen carefully.

Records Increase Values 

R. records still have a definite sales value, even 
A under 1934 conditions. This is strikingly proven 

® by our analysis of twenty-six public auction sales 
of Holsteins, appearing on another page of this issue. 
Cows with A. R. records sold for $74 per head more on 
the average than cows having neither records nor record 
dams. Heifers under 2 years of age from A. R. dams 
outsold those from untested dams “ $89 per head. 
Bulls from A. R. dams average $155.77, while those 
from dams with no records averaged $57.83, a margin 
of nearly $100 a head in favor of the record product. 
We teel that these figures are highly significant and 
worth the study and consideration of every breeder. 

Of course, there are other factors that determine the 
prices buyers will pay at auction, including type and 
desirable blood lines. An off-type animal, even with a 
record, will not command the price that buyers will 
pay for a promising individual, though she has never 
made a record of any sort, and rightly so. Breeders 
who may be considering these figures in the light of 
possible future sales must not expect that buyers are 
going to pay these premium prices for off type animals 
merely on the strength of a record. 

It is doubtless true that the cows with A. R. records 
are a more select lot than the general run of offerings 
without records. Their breeding and type have prob- 
ably contributed something substantial to their attrac- 
tiveness for buyers in addition to the record itself, but 
the substantial premiums that the A. R. animals and 
sons and daughters of A. R. animals have commanded 
over both the non-record and C. T. A. and Herd Test 
record animals right down the line demonstrates very 
clearly the commercial value of the A. R. test in selling 
surplus animals. And after all, that is something that 
most of us have to consider in the conduct of our busi- 
ness. The combination of A. R. testing with the Herd 


Test or C. T. A. should be definitely encouraged.

HE Jersey Bulletin reports a summary of pure bred

the outstanding Jersey herd in the U. S., in which 109 
herd average $647.70. This one sale accounts for over 
half the sale total for the year, the cther sixteen sales 
(742 head) averaging $88. Six of the seventeen sales 
averaged above the $100 mark. Three Jersey sales had 
top animals selling above the $500 mark, and the gen- 
eral conclusion of the report is one of optimism over 
the Jersey market. It seems to be true in all breeds 
that the better cattle are selling at more satisfactory 
prices, with the ordinary sorts still dragging.

In our case, right now the oldest bull calf that we have 
for sale is a March calf, and we could sell about four times 
as many heifers as we want to dispose of. The govern- 
ment buying of cattle in this drought section has taken 
a greater share of the small farm herds, and the Bang 
program now in progress is going to take a lot more of 
them. From talking with many of our customers our 
impression is that as soon as a feed crop is in sight in this 
territory that there will be a buying spurt, and that breed- 
ers who have disposed of surplus animals are going into 
pure breds in a small way. That is, they are going to buy 
one good animal to take the place of three or four that 
they have been holding. This, we feel sure is going to 
create the demand for better foundation stock and raise 
the general level of dairy cows that are now on farms in 
the northwest.

The year 1935 in Holstein circles should be a better 
vear than any since 1929 —the surplus of dairy products 
is less, the program for disease free herds is havings its 
effect in cleaning up surplus stock and creating a de- 
mand for clean cattle. Economic conditions, most 
evervone is ready to admit, are somewhat improved. 
The only cloud on the horizon insofar as the Holstein 
cows is concerned is the apparent immobility of the Hol- 
stein owners or those empowered to extoll its merits to 
stand back of her without apology. In the attempt to 
curtail surplus dairy products, one remedy that has 
been advanced is to- increase the fat content of all dairy 
products including milk. In so doing it is not appre- 
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ciated that the average human being will consume more 
milk, use more milk, get more iotal nutriments if the 
milk used tests under 3.6% fat than if it tests 3.8% 
fat or better. It would be better for the dairy industry 
if there were a class of milk created on the market that 
Was guaranteed not to test over 3.2% fat—a milk that 
over 50% of the consuming public would drink more 
of and like better, a milk that would not leave a fatty, 
greasy taste in one’s mouth, a milk that would not have 
to be skimmed for coffee cream before being consumed 
on the table. A skimmed milk does not have the same 
taste as one that is natural and of moderate fat content. 
The program as just received in today’s mail as to 
the milk program of the National Association which 
advocates the standardization and washes its hands of 
any responsibility of help and enlightenment to the 
general consuming public is an easy way to, as usual, 
side step any intelligent program but is not a satistac- 
tory program to the rank and file of Holstein breeders. 
All that is advocated today insofar as the National Hol- 
stein Association is concerned is to make it possible to 
breed or make a four or five per cent fat milk from the 
product the Holstein cow produces. This should not be 
the case. It is up to the Holstein breeders to protest 
this movement in every way possible.

Then the advertisement goes on to 
state that this herd is being built “On 
the blood of Two Old Bell Farm Herd 
Sires.” Next follows a list of bulls 
that makes the blood of every breeder 
of more than 20 years standing, fairly 
tingle, as he recalls that these famous 
animals appear innumerable times in 
the pedigrees of his best producing 
and testing cattle. 


I repeat: “Heavy production with 
normal Holstein test.” For one, I 
am glad to see this phrase again 


despite the fact that many a breeder 
of today may take this as a case of 
lese-majesty, particularly those who 
are hoping and praying that we may 
yet breed Holsteins to yield Guern- 
sey milk in Holstein quantity. When. 
and if, we succeed in doing this it 
will merely interest the “cream-scalp- 
ers” and not the digestive tract when 
used for potable purposes. Then will 
be the millennium. Better I say, will 
be “Heavy production with normal 
test” accompanied by universal knowl- 
edge of standardization when the fat 
content must needs be high. 

Universal knowledge of standard- 
ization must result from education. 
Advertising is education. I cannot 
start the Year right unless I say 
something about this subject and the 
great need to assist in developing a 
profitable business for Holstein breed- 
ers even though many may seem to 
feel it is a senseless thing to attempt 
to do with little money.

by any other person of such registered name in connection with the registration of cattle except as 
hereinafter specified.” 


These Sections now read as follows:— 

Article 4, Section 18:— 

“Farm names or prefix names may be registered by the Secretary for the absolute and exclusive use 
of the applicant upon said applicant paying $1.00 (1) when not in previous use; (2) in case the orig- 
inal owner or his representative give written consent.” 

Article 4, Section 19:— 

“In case of prefix names, which, previous to the adoption of this rule (Feb. 8, 1912), have been in use 
by more than one person, the right to the exclusive use of such prefix shall be determined on appeal 
to the Board of Directors, whose decision shall be based upon (1) priority; (2) number of animals so 
named; (3) present value of such prefix. Nothing in this rule shall license the continued use of the 
same prefix by more than one person.”

The top price of the sale $410.00 
was paid twice by Bert L. Siple, of 
Currie’s Crossing, for the seven- 
year-old cow, Netherland Sylvia De- 
Vries and her senior two-year-old 
daughter, Sylvia DeVries Nether- 
land, by a son of Abbekerk Sylvius 
Lad 14th, he by the great show 
bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. The 
first mentioned cow has two highly 
creditable records. As a four-year- 
old she produced on_ twice-a-day 
milking 17,653 lbs. milk containing 
747.50 lbs. butter, while in her five- 
year-old form her R. O. P. record 
in the 305-day division Sub. B 
totalled 17,352 lbs. milk containing 
717.50 lbs. butter. 

Bidding for the pair of cows, 
dam and daughter above referred to, 
was spirited from the moment Auc- 
tioneer Moore started to sell them, 
those taking part and chasing Mr. 
Siple being such well and favorably 
known breeders as C. R. Row, Cur- 
rie’s Crossing; Geo. C. Bell, 
Corunna; The Indian Residential 
School, Muncey, and E. C. Chambers, 
Hatchley Station, Ont.

Axel Hansen, president, in his 
opening remarks, briefly outlined 
the accomplishments of the state 
association and of Minnesota Hol- 
stein breeders during the past 20 
years, and predicted that 1935 
would show a-— marked upward 
tendency over the past five or six 
years. He attributed his opinion on 
the fact that butterfat is now bring- 
ing 35c per pound and recent sales 
indicated that Holsteins are from 
$15 to $25 higher than six months 
ago. The drouth, with the re- 
sultant government cattle buying 
campaign, has eliminated millions 
of our poorer cattle and in addition 
the T. B. and Bang’s Disease pro- 
gram has eliminated many thou- 
sands more. 

Following Mr. Hansen’s remarks, 
Dr. Donald J. Cowling, president of 
Carlton College, Northfield, Minn., 
gave a very splendid and inspiring 
address. He emphasized the value 
of honesty and square dealing in all 
walks of life and by this talk again 
stamped himself as one of the fair- 
est minded philosophers in America. 

A. J. Glover, president of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, and W. S. Moscrip, Chair- 
man of the Extension Committee of 
our National Association, led a de- 
tailed discussion of the proposed Na- 


tional Holstein Extension Program, 
which includes all county and state 
organizations. Matters which re- 
quire definite action by Holstein 
breeders in promoting their breed 
were brought out as follows: Or- 
ganization of strong county and 
state units; organization of calf 
clubs on a 3-year basis; Herd Im- 


provement Registry testing with the 
resultant proving of herd sires and 
“brood” cows; legislative action in 
all states to protect Holstein interest, 
especially from the standpoint of 
Holstein milk; conduct of feeding 
and breeding schools; organizing 
cooperative bull associations; a gen- 
eral plan of local state and national 
publicity in order to keep the merits 


of Holsteins before the public; 
the development of all these projects 
through the so-called county contest 
plan which has proved so successful 
in the State of New York. Following 
the talks by Mr. Glover and Mr. Mos- 
crip, it was unanimously decided by 
the state association to cooperate with 
the National Association and with 
neighboring states in placing a Na- 
tional Holstein Extension man in the 
Northwest territory. 

J. B. Fitch, newly appointed head of 
the Dairy Department at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, was called on for a 
few remarks, and was enthusiastically 
received by all attending the meeting.

It was felt that Prof. Fitch would 
acceptably fill the position formerly 


held by Prof. T. L. Haecker and Prof. 
C. H. Eckles. 

Changes were made in the member- 
ship fees in the state and county asso- 
ciations in order to facilitate organi- 
zation work through the assistance of 
the National Association fieldman. 
The yearly fee for pure bred breeders 
is $3 and for grade breeders $2, half 
of the total fee going to the state asso- 


ciation and half to the counties co- 
operating. 
New directors elected for a three-

Sex Hygiene and Reproduction

When the second stage of labor commences, the 
water bag (which consists of that portion of the fetal 
membranes located at the cervix, with some fetal fluids) 
is usually protruding into the already dilated cervix 
and soon ruptures under the force of pressure caused 
by the uterine contractions. The dilation of the cervix 
relieves the bag of support, so that it gives way under 
the increasing pressure from within. 

In normal delivery, the fore feet of the calf are 
presented first in the birth canal and are followed by 
the head, which is extended and lies above the fore legs 
during passage. The vulva usually presents some re- 
sistance to the passage of the fetus, and, especially in 
the case of the heifer with first calf, it is only after 
considerable pressure has been exerted by the head of 
the fetus, that the organ becomes sufficiently dilated to 
allow its passage. Once the head has been delivered, 
the body of the calf usually follows promptly as a result 
of further expulsive efforts on the part of the cow. 

The third or the last stage of labor consists in the 
delivery of the fetal membranes. This is brought about 
by a continuation of the uterine contractions which 
play so important a role in the expulsion of the fetus. 
With the expulsion of the membranes, which normally 
occurs within two hours after the delivery of the calf, 
labor comes to an end. The animal now enters in the 
puerperal state, or the period following calving during 
which the organs of the cow are undergoing changes 
which bring them back to their normal, non-pregnant, 
or resting state.

Local Milk Marketing Problems 

Special milk marketing problems which may arise 
from time to time need very careful and prompt atten- 
tion. Milk ordinances should be watched closely to 
guard against requirements detrimental to the breed. 
High fat requirements usually resulting from dealer 
rather than consumer demand, may be met by standardi- 
zation, if legal in the state. A better method, whenever 
possible, is to provide a price differential of a cent a 
quart for two grades, or better still, for three grades 
based on fat percentage. For example, milk of 3.6% 
fat or less in one grade, 3.7 to 4.2% another and above 
4.2 in another grade. With a cent a quart differential 
between these three grades, the great percentage of con- 
sumers, probably 75%, will purchase the lower priced 
milk. All such questions must necessarily be handled 
locally in cooperation with city councils, local health 
boards, milk control boards, etec., and these matters 
should be handled by the welfare committee, or if de- 
sired, by a special milk marketing committee. 

Showing Cattle 

County Fairs. Encourage breeders to exhibit at 
county fairs and cooperate with fair board in arranging 
premium list classes and prize list, securing better 
judges, ete. 

Black and White Days. Promote community shows 
to be called ‘“‘Black and White Days’’ where cattle are 
brought in for a single day to be judged but no pre- 
miums to be awarded. The judging should be followed 
by an educational program featuring an exhibit of a 
proved sire with his tested daughters, their dams, rec- 
ords, ete., if available in the county. County Agricul- 
tural agents and college dairy extension men should be 
called in to cooperate in arranging such programs. 

County Show Herd. Provide for a County Holstein 
herd to be exhibited at the state fair. Selections for this 
herd may well be made at the Black and White field 
day a few weeks previous to the state fair to allow time 
for fitting, trimming, and training the animals to be 
shown. . 











Publicity 

News Items. Prepare Holstein news items for local 
press. Secure cooperation of all county newspapers in 
publication of a weekly or monthly column devoted to 
“Black and White News” of general interest in the com- 
munity. The secretary of the county association should 
be best able to prepare these news items because of 
contact with breeders throughout the community. 

Holstein Booth. Maintain a Holstein both at the 
county fair. Display material for such a booth will be 
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furnished free of charge by the Extension Service De- 
partment. 
Feeding for Profit 
Feeding for profitable production is a subject of 
vital importance to every Holstein breeder but many 
fail to keep informed of new methods resulting from 
research at the experiment stations over the country. 
The county association should include feeding schools 
in the yearly program, as a means of keeping the mem- 
bers posted on the research in regard to minerals, vita- 
mins, home grown feeds, emergency crops, ete. As- 
sistance in this project should be obtained from the 
dairy extension division of the college through the 
county agricultural agent. 
Disease Control 
The subject of disease control is always of, extreme 
importance and the county organization should cooper- 
ate with state and county authorities in all measures of 
disease control or eradication. The tuberculosis eradi- 
cation campaign is well on the way toward completion 
in some states but has a long way to go in others. The 
campaign on Bang’s disease and mastitis control is 
barely under way. The county association can assist 
materially by helping to organize the community and 
create favorable sentiment for these campaigns, and by 
working to secure the necessary national and state ap- 
propriations as well as the local support of the county 
board of supervisors. Assistance in disease control 
programs may well be assigned to the ‘‘welfare com- 
mittee’? as a part of their regular duties and responsi- 
bilities. 
Membership 
A joint membership fee for county and state associa- 
tion is very desirable and helps to maintain the state 
organization without the expense of a membership cam- 
paign. Fees need not be exhorbitant. A minimum of 
$3.00 of which $1.00 stays in the local association treas- 
ury and $2.00 goes to the state association is suggested. 
Committees. All commitees should be chosen care- 
fully and with a view toward special fitness for the par- 
ticular type of work involved. In addition to a mem- 
bership of finance committee there should be a com- 
mittee for each of the five projects outlined, namely 
Better Breeding Program Committee 
Calf Club Committee 
Welfare Committee 
Cattle Show Committee 
Publicity Committee 
Other projects such as county sales, county tours, 
etc., should be given consideration and are very much 
worth while but a definite program of a few projects 
carried through the year and well worked out is better 
than a large number of projects not completed. The 
five subjects outlined are recommended as of prime im- 
portance and should receive first consideration.
